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Locals express shock, sadness, anger over day of infamy

September 11, 2001 :Not like any other day... 


Mayor Richard A. Cohen expressed great sadness 
following devastating terrorist attacks on New York 
and Washington D.C. the morning of Sept. 11 and 
said that Agawam officials are taking precautions. 

“I’ve spoken with the Fire Department, Police 
Department and the Civil Defense Director and we 
don’t think we’ll have any problems but we’re taking 
every precaution we can,” Cohen said. 

The attack began shortly before 9 a.m. when a 
commercial plane turned projectile missile crashed 
into one of the Twin Towers at the World Trade 
Center. Within 20 minutes, another plane crashed into 
the second tower. Both planes were hijacked from 
Boston and were en route to California. 

The devastating attack resulted in the likely loss of 
thousands and the crumbling of the World Trade 
Center's Twin Towers and the caving in of a large por¬ 
tion of the Pentagon’s roof when another plane later 
crashed into the Pentagon. Yet another plane crashed 
just outside of Pittsburgh, but did not hit any apparent 
target. 

All flights in the U.S., and coming into the U.S., 
were grounded. 

Cohen said Agawam is prepared to handle the 
emotional effects of the horrific events. 

“I’ve asked the Senior Center to stay open and 
keep staff on for crisis intervention and Dr. Frank 
Saco, a leader in crisis intervention, volunteered to 
speak to students in all the schools." 

People who went shopping Tuesday, trying to 
escape the news of destruction and terrorism, were 
further stunned to find out that the Holyoke Mall and 
other shopping malls had closed by 5:00 p.m. 

But some people, although shocked and sad¬ 
dened, went about their customary business. The 
Knights of Columbus held their Installation of Officers 
Meeting as planned at St. John the Evangelist Church 
on Main Street, Agawam, where several people took 
the time to pray. 

Agawam’s Chief of Police Robert Campbell 
described the day’s events as pandemonium and said 
that the police were in a state of preparedness, with 
the possibility of Massachusetts troops receiving 
orders at any time to mobilize and move into 
Connecticut so that Connecticut troops could move 
into New York to help with rescue. 

He had his phone and was alert to the possible ring 
which would set such mobilization in motion. A dozen 
or so patrons sat eating their evening meal at 
Valenti’s Restaurant at 1 Cooper St., Agawam, but the 
television set giving running updates of the day’s dis¬ 
asters showed that this day, September 11, 2001, dif¬ 
fers from all others. 

Joe Valenti, owner of Valenti’s Restaurant, told us, 
“I have a cousin, a colonel in the military, who works 
in the Pentagon. Because all the phone lines were 
jammed, we were unable to get through, only learning 
that he was okay about 4:30 p.m. It was a great relief. 

“It just makes me feel fortunate to live around here 
because we haven’t had to worry about this sort of 
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thing as much as other places. These events happen

Mrs. Chartier, a West Springfield native, moved to 
Agawam 13 years ago. She and her husband decided 
to raise their three children here and expand their 
business. 

“Once we made the commitment to stay in 
Agawam and grow our business, we knew we needed 


Union News and an Agawam resident, summarized 
his feelings in these words: “We've become so used 
to violence on television. We see people die right and 
left. When something like this happens, we hear the 
words ‘thousdands will be dead’ and we tend to lose 
sight of the fact that these thousands are made up of 
husbands and wives, brothers and sisters, friends. 
Individuals died today - not thousands. 

“They never got to say good-bye, and that’s a ter¬ 
rible thing. If you want to know how I feel we as a 
nation should react, I feel our response when we find 
the culprits should be swift and absolutely devastat¬ 
ing,” said Bogen. Julie Fife was dining with her daugh¬ 
ter, Danielle. Julie told Danielle that this will be in her 
history books. Julie found out about the terrorist activ¬ 
ities while at Agawam High School. 

“I broke down and cried. How can this happen to 
Americans? The teachers were in shock and denial. 
Everyone found it hard to focus.” 

Eleven-year-old Danielle told us, “I am surprised 
and shocked. My class was going to go on a field trip 
to Philadelphia, New York, and Washington, but now 
we’re not going to go.” 

Julie described Danielle’s question, “Why, mommy, 
why?” The young student feared for our safety here 
and wondered if the terrorists would bomb Agawam. 
Julie explained, “We are very safe here. The bombs 
targeted places where large groups of politicians and 
others in command are headquartered. Danielle 
knows what Pearl Harbor was. This is worse than 
Pearl Harbor." 

Theresa Valenti Ciarmatori teaches English at 
Agawam Junior High School and said, “I was pained 
to see the frightened faces of my students. It was dif¬ 
ficult to find the right words to allay their fears. This is

Ambulance service in F.H. 
an absolute necessity 

To the Editor: 

I watched the City Council meeting on Tuesday, 
September 5th, and was pleased to see that the 
“Preservation Fund” issue will appear on the 
November 6th ballot to allow residents to vote on this 
very important issue. 

My thoughts today turn to the need of an ambu¬ 
lance at the Feeding Hills Fire Station. I was a depart¬ 
ment head at the Town Hall for the past 18 years, 
retiring just last year. As such, I have a first-hand 
knowledge of the procedures for the budget process. 
Once you submit your budget for the upcoming fiscal 
year, it goes through the procedure process, deci¬ 
sions are made, and you are advised of which of your 
requests are approved, which are level-funded and 
which are not approved. 

I know our Fire Chief, David Pisano, has requested 
two additional needed positions in his department 
more than once. It was disheartening to read the arti¬ 
cles submitted by Firefighters’ Union President Karl J. 
Schmaelzle outlining very clearly how understaffed 
our Fire Department really is. The people of Agawam 
deserve better. 

I remember when Reid Charles was our Town 
Manager. It was near Memorial Day and the Memorial 
Committee completed our selection of winners of the 
annual Memorial Day Poster and Essay Contest. I 
had asked one member to take the winning names up 
to the Agawam Advertiser News. Unfortunately, he 
had gotten the names mixed up and they were print- 
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ed incorrectly due to this error. 

I was concerned that Mr. Charles would receive 
phone calls of complaint. I went to his office to inform 
him of the incident. He said, “Is what you are going to 
tell me present a danger to the health or safety of res¬ 
idents in Agawam?” I answered, “Well, no,” and he 
replied, “Then it can’t be too bad. IT CAN BE FIXED." 

The lack of ambulance service in the Feeding Hills 
section of Agawam is a direct threat to the health and 
safety of residents in that area. If the next heart attack 
victim doesn’t get the prompt emergency treatment 
he needs, it may cost him his very life. 

Is saving the cost of ambulance service in Feeding 
Hills worth the loss of a human life?? Remember, this 
is NOT something that can be fixed should a member 
of our community die trying to get to a hospital on 
time.

Director of Special Education 
responds to pare n t’s con¬ 
cerns 

To the Editor: 

As Director of Special Education for the Agawam 
School District, I share the point of view expressed by 
Ms. Land in her letter to the editor that appeared in 
The Agawam Advertiser on September 6, 2001 sup¬ 
porting the development of local programs for stu¬ 
dents with special needs. However, this letter is 
intended to address inaccuracies in reference to poli¬ 
cies and practices that were misrepresented in the 
article. 

It must be noted that the Agawam School District is 
committed to providing a quality education to all stu¬ 
dents. The letter of September 6, 2001 cites that 
placement for students in out of district settings is 
expensive and that bringing students back in the dis¬ 
trict would save taxpayer dollars. 

This, of course, is an accurate statement, but it 
does not reflect the direction of the Special Education 
Department, nor is the further assumption that the 
Mayor is in control of placements made by the Special 
Education Department correct. It is implied that Mayor 
Cohen is responsible for the placement of children 
and that his lack of empathy prevents students from 
remaining in the local school community. This is not 
true. 

Placement is a TEAM decision and placement is 
made only after all avenues to provide services with¬ 
in the district have been exhausted. The school- 
based TEAM follows procedures outlined in 
Department of Education regulations and no student 
leaves the district without due process. The TEAM 
then arranges for the placement, again considering 
the least restrictive placement. 

Agawam is a member of the Lower Pioneer Valley 
Collaborative (a collaboration of local school districts). 
The Collaborative develops programs and provides 
quality services to students within a public school set¬ 
ting. In cooperation with local districts, the 
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Collaborative offers opportunity for Specia, Education 
students to be included with general education siu- 
dents, as they are able while simultaneously partici¬ 
pating in a highly specific educational program 
designed to meet individual needs. It is difficult for 
individual districts to do this because they lack num¬ 
bers. The Collaborative is, therefore, utilized to edu¬ 
cate children whose needs cannot be met within the 
district at a cost lower than a “private school. 

The Mayor, in his capacity as School Committee 
Chairperson, and I have met many times and his sup¬ 
port of children has been apparent. In fact, the entire 
School Committee is acutely aware of the cost of chil¬ 
dren being educated in outside placements and it is 
with their support, the support of the Central Office 
administration, and principals that efforts are already 
in place to provide programs tor children in house 
We continue to develop more opportunities for inciu-

above. 

The letter fails to mention that in the last two years 
the district has embarked upon a path to educate stu¬ 
dents in their home district. We have been able to cre¬ 
ate a new program at Agawam High School tha 
brought back 14 students who were outplaced, and 
beginning this school year, we are participating in a 
joint effort with the Lower Pioneer Collaborative tha 
will allow us to educate children with autism in our dis¬ 
trict, further preventing students from leaving to out¬ 
side placements. 

I must reiterate that I have received nothing but 
cooperation, support, and guidance in this area. Our 
successful efforts were accomplished after extensive 
needs assessment, and made possible as a result of 
the combined efforts of the Central Office administra¬ 
tion, building principals, and the full support of the 
School Committee chair and its members. 

As the Administrator of Special Education. I will 
continue to assess needs and collaborate with the 
above mentioned to strengthen the department. We 
will continue to develop programs in a systematic 
thoughtful manner in order to provide services. 

There was not enough time to establish the pro¬ 
gram desired in the letter for the beginning of tne 
2001-2002 school year. Ms. Land and members o 
the community can be assured that we are committed 
to education in the least restrictive setting possible 
and will work diligently to provide these services.

CCBA responds to Mayor 
Cohen’s Sept. 6th editorial 

To the Editor: 

The Concerned Citizens and Businesses of 
Agawam (CCBA) feel compelled to respond to Mayor 
Richard Cohen’s guest editorial in The Advertiser 
News of September 6, 2001. 

Mayor Cohen, because of his apparent lack of 
knowledge and understanding regarding the entire 
Berkshire Power (BP) issue, has signed an agree¬ 
ment that is detrimental to the citizens of Agawam. 
The manner in which Mr. Cohen has explained his 
position has the effect of being misleading to the 
readers and beneficial to the special interests of BP. 

Mayor Cohen tries to cover his actions with rheto¬ 
ric rather than fact. It is one thing to say something, 
not knowing it to be true, and another to say things 
knowing them to be false.

He glosses over the fact that the taxpayers of 
Agawam will be responsible for any cost in excess of 
$400,000 plus the cost of removing the tons of haz¬ 
ardous chemicals and materials. The restoration 
agreement fully benefits BP and not the Town of 
Agawam. 

For example, Mayor Cohen stated that BP “would 
not agree to establish an escrow account as recom¬ 
mended by the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA).” In 
actuality, the documented facts and sworn testimony 
show the following: on three different occasions, and 
under oath, BP agreed to all conditions placed on 
them by the ZBA. They further agreed that if the state 
overrode our zoning by-laws, they would agree to fully 
abide by the same conditions as set forth by the ZBA. 

The Department of Public Utilities, in its ruling over¬ 
riding our local zoning, stated, "local interests will be 
protected by BPD’s compliance with all such condi¬ 
tions.” The DPU further stated, “ACCORDINGLY, 
NOTHING IN THIS ORDER SHALL BE READ TO 
GRANT BPD ANY RELIEF FROM THE CONDI¬ 
TIONS AND REQUIREMENTS CONTAINED IN 
THESE DOCUMENTS." 

The Mayor stated, in short, that if an agreement 
satisfactory to BP wasn’t finalized, then we would be 
subject to litigation that Agawam could not win. If the 
Mayor, and his law department, had undertaken prop¬ 
er research or talked to those fully knowledgeable in 
the issue, he would have known that his statements 
were totally inaccurate. 

For example, did he talk to the state Department of 
Telecommunications and Energy (formerly DPU)? Did 
he consult with past and present councilors who were 
involved with the issue? Did he discuss the conditions 
issued by the ZBA with the ZBA? 

Based on his actions and what the citizens of 
Agawam have learned so far, it is obvious that he did¬ 
n’t. Did Mayor Cohen or the town attorney bother to 
read or review the decision by the DPW dated 
October 22, 1997? Did they bother to read the sworn 
testimony as recorded during the DPU hearings per¬ 
taining to this agreement? They apparently did not! 
Had they read these documents, they would have 
known that the grantor (DPU) of the permit to con¬ 
struct the power plant guaranteed full compliance with 
the ZBA conditions. It would be the state DPU who 
would be responsible for any litigation and not the

Town of Agawam. 

Mayor Cohen further stated “long, protracted and 
costly litigation would have resulted in unnecessary 
delays." The question that begs to be answered is, 
what delays and to whom? It certainly would not be 
Agawam. 

Any delays would be to BP and at their own doing 
because BP agreed to these conditions, as ordered 
by the ZBA, since January 4, 1996, and chose not to 
comply, after swearing they would. 

Contrary to what Mayor Cohen claims, there are no 
longer any BP opponents, but a group of citizens who 
are forced to insure that any agreements between BP 
and Agawam are carried out. It is unfortunate, but this 
must be done because the past and present adminis¬ 
trations, favoring BP’s special interests, have chosen 
to selectively ignore many parts of the agreements, 
as well as the City Council's Industrial Relations 
Committee. 

In regards to the $3,600,000.00 that Agawam is 
receiving from BP in property taxes, Mayor Cohen 
once again gives a very misleading argument. He 
neglects to say that the very same citizens he criti¬ 
cizes, are the ones responsible for proving to, and 
convincing, most of the City Council to reject the 
annual $800,000.00 in-lieu of tax agreement. 

To continue, he claims that if BP were delayed, 
then we would jeopardize the tax payments we 
presently enjoy. If the truth were told, Mayor Cohen 
would not have made such a false statement. The 
taxes paid by BP are property taxes, therefore, are 
not subject to the plant’s operation. This is the same 
as saying that because no one is living in a house, no 
taxes are paid on the house. 

Because Mayor Cohen erroneously claimed that all 
conditions were met, allowed the Certificate of 
Occupancy (CO) to be issued via his poorly con¬ 
ceived Restoration agreement. The town has lost its 
right to enforce the ZBA conditions because of 
Cohen’s actions.

Our 
current Mayor works for ALL of the citizens of 
Agawam, not just his buddies. No thank you, Mr.

There are two notable conditions remaining unful¬ 
filled. First, BP no longer has to comply with their 
promise to provide playgrounds on their own proper¬ 
ty, as outlined in condition 11. Nor do they have to 
keep their word about funding the School Street proj¬ 
ect for improvements to town parks because there is 
nothing in writing that binds BP to any such promises 
or agreements. 

Secondly, Condition 18 requires that BP must 
make an alternative water supply available in the 
event of drought so that homeowners will not be 
forced to restrict water use. Because of the Mayor’s 
total lack of understanding, the homeowners are no 
longer protected because BP can no longer be forced 
to comply with this condition. 

Further, it is bad enough that Condition 13 was 
jeopardized when the Mayor allowed that the new 
platform truck was for townwide use and not for BP, 
the only place where the truck is necessary. Even if 
BP had not been let off the hook for the truck, this 
restoration agreement accomplished that. 

Mayor Cohen’s actions are reminiscent to former 
Mayor Johnson’s when Johnson supported BP totally 
against his own community. It is apparent by Mayor 
Cohen’s actions, that he is no different and that he is 
more concerned for the well-being of Berkshire Power 
rather than the citizens of Agawam.

at record levels 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the 
Massachusetts unemployment insurance fund posted 
a record $2,092 billion balance at the end of the third 
quarter of 2001. 

“Massachusetts is well prepared to weather any 
slowing in the economy,” said Melconian. “There is no 
question Massachusetts will be able to provide full 
unemployment benefits to any worker that needs 
them.” 

Melconian also noted that the quarterly results 
highlighted the fundamental strength of the 
Massachusetts economy. “We added 50,100 new 
jobs here in Massachusetts over the last year and 
several other job sectors, including construction and 
service jobs continue to grow.” Melconian added that 
these new jobs meant that the Massachusetts econo¬ 
my now has a record 3,370,200 total jobs. “While the 
economy has slowed in recent months, the 
Massachusetts economy is still fundamentally very 
strong.” 

Statistics from the quarterly report underscore this 
economic health. Unemployment averaged only 3.1% 
for the first six months of 2001 and analysts predict 
that while unemployment claims are expected to rise 
over the coming months, the amounts raised over the 
first half of 2001 are expected to cover these increas¬ 
es.

like the day John F. Kennedy got killed.” 

Julie Fife remembered working for the airlines dur¬ 
ing the Persian Gulf War. "We were at Level 3 securi¬ 
ty, where you have to have two matching forms of 
identification and meet other criteria. At Level 4, peo¬ 
ple can’t even go near the airports. There are cement 
barracades up. I can hardly even imagine what it must 
be like." 

According to Tony Albro, a member of the Civil 
Defense Committee, Agawam is prepared but is not 
in emergency mode. 

“We have not gone into any kind of emergency sta¬ 
tus,” Albro said. "Our orders come out of Belchertown 
and we’ve received nothing from them. If they tell us 
to, we’ll be on alert." 

Cohen empathized with New York City Mayor 
Rudolph Giuliani and imagined what his first thoughts 
might be if in his position. 

“First and foremost I’d think of the safety of all citi¬ 
zens,” Cohen said. “I’d think what to do to prevent 
something else from happening and of all the citizens 
who lost relatives and those who don’t know if they’ve 
lost relatives. I just can’t imagine it - until you’re faced 
with it -1 don’t know what I’d do. It’s tragic." 

Cohen said his first response was to make sure 
everyone in Town Hall was okay and consulted with 
other town officials. Then he called his brother. "I 
called my brother in California because my nephew is 
in school in New York City,” Cohen said. "I wanted to 
make sure my family was okay.” 

Cohen said the Agawam Fire Department has 
offered its services to the State of Connecticut since 
many Connecticut departments were called to assist 
in New York City.

Agawam: A name for many towns 


Town historian Marilyn Curry recently spoke of a 
misleading rumor about the derivation of Agawam’s 
name. 

“A persistent rumor has circulated that Agawam 
was the reverse of ‘Mawaga,’ which it is. However, the 
Indian tribe was Agawam. Mawaga is the name given 
to the Sportsman Club on Adams Street. There were 
no Mawagas.” 

A History of Aaawam by the late town historian 
Edith LaFrancis, mentions the Agawam Indians and 
discusses the many ways the influence and involve¬ 
ment of the Agawam Indians have been woven into 
the fabric of our lives today. 

In addition to much historical background regarding 
our acquisition of land from them and our socialization 
and trade with them, the book reports that, “The last 
remaining member was an old woman who lived 
alone and made baskets to sell. A small stream called 
Squaw Brook and a collection of stone implements 
are the only reminder of their native way of life, except 
for our town name, which was first given to this local¬ 
ity by the Indians centuries ago in the unrecorded 
past." 

The book further explains, “Indians obviously did 
not name towns, they described areas and contours 
of land. The word Agawam comes from two Algonquin 
words, ‘Aggu, ’ low land; and ‘wame, ’ meaning wholly 
low or all surrounded by higher ground .” 

Another spelling, Agaam, has also been noted. 
Mrs. LaFrancis credited The Tercentenary 
Commission of State of Connecticut, Yale University 
Press, 1933, Historical Publications 11-20 with the 
definitions. She also wrote that the towns of Ipswich 
and Buzzards Bay have sections known as Agawam. 
Another source claims that Wareham once was called 
Agawam, a\so. 

In fact, a mid-summer visit to Gloucester 
(Massachusetts) yielded not only a bright afternoon of 
whale-watching and wonderful seafood, but also an 
entirely new angle on the name “Agawam." 

It started with the happenstance discovery of a 
brochure from Agawam Boat Charters. An obvious 
assumption would be that a former Agawam resident 
had moved to Gloucester and kept the name. But a 
call to Agawam Boat Charter’s owner, Ted Marshall, 
revealed that the entire region of Gloucester, Essex, 
and Ipswich was once called Agawam. 

From History of Ipswich. Essex and Hamilton by 
Joseph B. Felt (1934), the word Agawam is said to 
have been “applied by the Aborigines to several por¬ 
tions of Massachusetts. It seems to have denoted 
places where fish of passage resorted ." 

And so, we, the townspeople of Agawam, 
Massachusetts, have inherited a beloved Indian name 
which denotes lowlands and waters abundant with 
fish. 

Another note of interest from History of Ipswich, 
Essex and Hamilton chronicled that in 1611, “Capt. 
Edward Hardie and Nicholas Hobson sailed for North 
Virginia. They touched at Agawam, where the natives 
treat them more kindly than others had done.” An ast- 
erick is followed by the following entry: “These people 
must have been far more numerous at this visit, than 
they were subsequently, because a plague swept off 
most of the New England Indians about 1617." 

Edith LaFrancis, too, makes reference to some 
great plague which took the lives of untold Indians. 
She wrote, “How many Indians were there? We have 
been told how an epidenic had struck the Indian vil¬ 
lages a few years before the English came. It is true 
that the English found some villages where all had 
died, there was no one left to bury the dead. The sick¬ 
ness differed from both small pox and the plague 
according to recent medical research. The English 
were immune to it. Apparently it was brought into this 
country by vermin on the rats that came off the first 
ships that touched these shores. The sea coast towns 
were badly hit: the Indian population reduced by one- 
half. The first Agawam Plantation records make no

mention of finding incidents of the fatal disease, 
although it may have occurred here.” 

According to History of Ipswich by Joseph B. Felt, 
“When Europeans came to this country, Agawam 
reached from Merrimack River on the north, to 
Naumkeag River, now of Salem, on the south; from 


Cochichawick, afterwards named Andover, on the 
west; and to the sea-side on the east. When it was 
settled by Mr. Winthrop and others, its boundaries on 
the north and west remained the same; but those on 
the east, were its own by and that of Squam, and the 
town of Gloucester; and on the south were Mancester, 
Wenham, and Danvers, all four of which latter places 
were then villages belonging to Salem. Johnson 
remarks on this territory, ‘The Sagamorship or 
Earldom of Agawam, now by our English nation called 
Essex."’ 

It is interesting to note that Agawam retained a 
much-loved named whose etiology is found in the 
American Indian language. Our Agawam has retained 
the Indian motif almost everywhere; the Indian logo is 
on the masthead of The Agawam Advertiser News, 
our football scoreboard sports an excellent rendition 
of an Indian Chief’s face, and our yearbook is called 
“The Sachem,” the Indian word for Chief. 

Mrs. Curry, president of the Agawam Historical 
Society, told us, “The research done by Edith 
LaFrancis in order to write Aaawam. Massachusetts: 
A Town History was careful and thorough. A person 
can read that book several times and discover facts 
not found in previous readings. There is a wealth of 
information not just about Agawam, but also about 
history itself. The Agawam Indians were peace-loving 
farmers, not warriors. They liked William Pynchon, 
who would not allow abuse of any Indian. If any harm 
was done to an Indian, the perpetrator was punished.” 

One theory suggests that this frequent usage of the 
name Agawam might have been due to migrations of 
the Agawam Indian to these various places, maybe 
wintering near the sea and migrating inland in sum¬ 
mer to grow corn and other crops. Another explana¬ 
tion might be that the word, as Edith LaFrancis point¬ 
ed out, refers to areas and contours of land. And 
maybe the word suggests “a place where fish are 
caught," when Wareham was known as Agawam. 

In any event, a day on the shores of Gloucester, 
with its sparkling waters and its thriving fishing indus¬ 
try, yielded more than photographs of humpback 
whales; a new view of the history of Agawam, here, 
there, and who knows where else, has emerged.

People are not expendable... 

One of the worst things about being a general in 
the Army is knowing that on some occasions, you’re 
going to have to send some people into harm’s way, 
and that some portion of that group of people will get 
killed in the process. General Eisenhower had to 
knowingly do that when he planned the invasion of 
Normandy. Billed as the “Liberation of Europe” (which 
it most definitely was) it was also a death sentence to 
literally tens of thousands of Allied troops. 

Corporate America often treats its own employees 
as though they are expendable. When times gets 
tough, rarely, if ever, do we see executives taking pay 
cuts or being terminated. Ironically, the lower paid 
and, thus, lower cost employees (who actually per¬ 
form the tasks or make the products the companies 
sell) are laid off. All too often, they are eventually 
replaced by workers who are paid significantly less, 
usually in foreign countries. Nowadays, when compa¬ 
nies announce mergers, it’s “look out below” time for 
the companies’ employees. For instance, Hewlett 
Packard and Compaq Computer indicated their 
planned merger would cost their employees tens of 
thousands of jobs. Ironically, the combined sales and 
profits will still be down. 

To God, people are not expendable. The Bible says 
that God is not wishing that anyone should perish, but 
that all people should reach repentance. In other 
words, God’s heartfelt desire is that each and every 
one of us makes it. None of us is expendable. To illus¬ 
trate this important fact, Jesus told a couple of simple 
stories; what we call parables. 

Dishonest tax collectors and other notorious sin¬ 
ners often came to listen to Jesus’ sermons, but this 
caused complaints from the Jewish religious leaders 
and experts on Jewish law because He was associat¬ 
ing with such despicable people - even eating with 
them! So Jesus used this illustration: “If you had a 
hundred sheep and one of them strayed away and

was lost in the wilderness, wouldn’t you leave the 
ninety nine others to go and search for the lost one 
until you found it? And then you would joyfully carry it 
home on your shoulders. 

“Well, in the same way, heaven will be happier over 
the one lost sinner who returns to God, than over 
ninety nine others who haven’t strayed away. 

“Or take another illustration: A woman has ten valu¬ 
able silver coins and loses one. Won’t she light a lamp 
and look in every corner of the house and sweep 
every nook and cranny until she finds it? And then 
won't she call in her friends and neighbors to rejoice 
with her? In the same way, there is joy in heaven in 
the presence of the angels of God when one sinner 
repents. ” 

Sometimes, people think they’ve gone too far, even 
for God. They don’t realize that the Bible says that the 
Lord’s arm is not too short to save. It may surprise 
others to find out that the person we know as the 
Apostle Paul, or St. Paul, was at one time a vicious 
persecutor of the Church. 

St. Paul wrote to his friend Timothy the following 
testimony: “How thankful I am to Christ Jesus our Lord 
for choosing me as one of His messengers, and giv¬ 
ing me the strength to be faithful to Him, even though 
I used to scoff at the name of Christ. I hunted down 
His people, harming them in every way I could. But 
God had mercy on me, because I didn’t know what I 
was doing, for I didn’t know Christ at that time. Oh, 
how kind our Lord was, for He showed me how to trust 
Him and become full of the love of Christ Jesus. 

There’s an old gospel song entitled “Amazing 
Grace.” In part it reads: "Amazing grace, how sweet 
the sound, that saved a wretch like me. I once was 
lost, but now I’m found; was blind, but now I see." No 
doubt, if that song had been around in the Apostle 
Paul’s days, it would have been his theme sound. 
When Paul found out that he wasn’t expendable, he 
discovered that no one else is either. 

“How true it is, and how I long that everyone should 
know it, that Christ Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners - and I was the greatest of them all. But God 
had mercy on me, so that Christ Jesus could use me 
as an example to show everyone how patient He is 
with even the worst sinners, so that others will realize 
that they, too, can have everlasting life.”

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region. He went to physical therapy; however, the 
stretching created more pain. 

The fall in the winter jammed the joints, but he was 
still able to function well. The joints were not totally 
restricted. When his body required 100-percent use of 
the spine, pain occurred at the region that was 
restricted.

Broadway’s “BE ATLEMANIA” to perform 
two shows at West Springfield High School 


Attention, Beatle fans! The West Springfield 
UNICO, a local charitable organization, recently 
announced that it is bringing the original cast of the 
Broadway show “BEATLEMANIA” to the West 
Springfield High School for two performances on 
Friday and Saturday, October 5th and 6th. The show 
time for both performances is 7:30 p.m. 

“BEATLEMANIA” first appeared on Broadway in 
1979 and is considered to be the premier Beatles trib¬ 
ute band in existence. According to UNICO president 
and event co-chairman Mike Vezzola, “The perform¬ 
ers who will appear in October are all original mem¬ 
bers of the long-running Broadway production ‘BEAT¬ 
LEMANIA.’ Each cast member was individually 
selected from thousands of musicians who auditioned 
from all over the United States. The cast of ‘BEATLE¬ 
MANIA’ has since appeared in all 50 states and over 
20 foreign countries, and currently tours 150 days 
each year." 

During the two-hour “BEATLEMANIA” concert, the 
Fab Four impersonators take on the personae of John 
Lennon, Paul McCartney, George Harrison, and 
Ringo Starr, leading audience members on a nostal¬ 
gic Magical Mystery Tour. With three costume 
changes during the three-act performance, the four 
seasoned musicians stunningly re-create the magic of 
a live performance of the Beatles, whose timeless 
music is as popular today as it was in the 1960s. 

The four performers (who all bear a striking resem¬ 
blance to the Beatles) begin the concert with “I Want 
To Hold Your Hand,” “She Loves You,” “A Hard Day’s 
Night,” "Help,” and other early Beatles hits.

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Films from 1993... 


Well, in granting another reader request, the title of 
this week’s article is based upon a strange and unin¬ 
tentional coincidence - all of the films were released 
in 1993. (Thanks for your input, Chris!) 

* “Point of No Return”: 1993. Rated R. 

Bridget Fonda stars as a teenaged delinquent who, 
in a secret exchange for her life, is recruited by the 
government as an assassin. 

This film grabs ahold of you from the shocking 
opening sequences. This is a major factor regarding 
the plot of this film because these very opening 
sequences are constantly a point of reference for the 
viewer as the story unfolds. It also creates an under¬ 
tone that most of you will associate with many psy¬ 
chological thrillers you have seen. 

The best way to describe the rest of the picture is 
a cross between a touching love story and a high- 
action thriller. The most elementary of substances 
from both genres of film are perfectly intertwined with¬ 
in the context of plot progression. 

Fonda should also be recognized as a driving force 
throughout the film. She brings an unmistakeable ele¬ 
ment of realism to her character of Maggie that pro¬ 
duces both empathy and suspense. 

Director John Badham, however, did drop the ball 
with the ending. After a totally engrossing film, we are 
ruthlessly defrauded with a less-than-acceptable con¬ 
clusion to the story. Of course, this reviewer’s ethics 
regarding spoiling film endings prevent me from dis¬ 
cussing this opinion further, other than to say that by 
the time you even have to worry about the ending, 
you will be at the point of no return, anyway. 3 
STARS. 

* “Scent of a Woman”: 1993. Rated R. 

Al Pacino delivers an extremely powerful perform¬ 
ance as a blind military man, named Frank Slade, 
who is selected to be cared for by a young college 
student named Charlie Simms (portrayed by Chris 
O’Donnell). Pacino deservedly won the Best Actor 
Oscar for 1993 with his performance as Slade. 

The film makes intriguing statements about human 
existence and relationships via some high-quality and 
powerful filmmaking. Director Martin Brest creatively 
picks up the tempo of the film when Slade makes a 
spontaneous trip to New York with Simms. 

Most of this film plays as a gripping drama as the 
young man tries to coax Slade out of committing sui¬ 
cide. The film also works well because of the smooth 
plot flow. This is attributable to the blend of humor, 
action, and drama within the fiber of the story. The 
intricacies of human relationships, mentioned earlier, 
are explored through the unlikely but growing friend¬ 
ship between the two central characters. 

Also worth mentioning regarding the production 
value is the great photography and perfectionistic 
editing. These factors only add to the appeal of this 
already-riveting drama. All in all, this is guaranteed to 
be a worthy rental. 4 STARS. 

* “Alive": 1993. Rated R. 

Frank Marshall - Steven Spielberg’s protege from 
many of his well-known blockbusters - takes the helm 
as director in this tale about the determination of the 
human spirit. 

A group of people survive a plane crash and are 
forced to battle the forces of nature in the bitter cold 
and snow. They resort to unexpected means to sur¬ 
vive that not only explore the primal instinct of 
humans to survive, but are also guaranteed to shock 
viewers that haven’t yet experienced this film. 

Marshall’s direction proves to be quite impressive. 
His logically placed scene transitions and very suc¬ 
cinct method of storytelling make the film flow excep¬ 
tionally smooth. The presence of these aspects in this 
film not only demonstrate Marshall’s aptitude for film 
direction, but also display an obvious Spielberg influ¬ 
ence.

Being “creative” with lobster... 

I love lobster. We all say the same thing - “if only it 
wasn’t so expensive...” Well, now you have to get cre¬ 
ative to save money but still enjoy one of life’s treats. 
Buy yourself six lobsters. Invite your friends over for 
this treat, and you will get two meals out of it as ele¬ 
gant as dinner at the Ritz. 

Boil the lobsters. When the water starts to boil, 
plunge each of them into the pot head first. When the 
water returns to the boiling point, they should be done 
in 5 minutes (this is the formula for 1 to 1-1/4 lb. lob¬ 
sters). Now, remove the lobsters and let them cool. 
Remove the tails and the claws. Set the bodies aside 
for now. DO NOT BREAK UP THE TAILS. 

With scissors, cut away the underside of the tail. 
This leaves the tail intact to serve your lobster in. 
Remove the meat from the claws. Now, coarsley chop 
the lobster meat. Leave it in nice chunks. In a saute 
pan, start with a stick of unsalted butter. Now add a 
1/2c of finely chopped shallots. Slowly cook the shal¬ 
lots ‘til softened; now add a quart of light cream. 
Reduce by half. 

Now add 2 TB freshly chopped tarragon. Pour in 
1/4 C Irish Whiskey and simmer for two minutes. 
Remove from heat. Add your lobster meat now. 

After the meat is well-coated, transfer the meat 
back to the tail and fill them. The tails should have 
been trimmed and washed with plain water. Cover the 
meat with shredded gruyer cheese and buttered plain 
breadcrumbs. Place into a very hot oven (425 
degrees) ‘til cheese is bubbling; serve immediately. 
One tail per person. 

Steamed asparagas would go nice with this dish, 
as well as au gratin potatoes. Now, remember those 
bodies. Open them up and wash the roe and green 
liver away until it’s clean. Set about removing the 
meat from the body, but do not throw out the shells; 
reserve the meat for later.

In a large pan (like a turkey roaster), place the bro¬ 
ken shells. Add coarsely chopped onion, celery, and 
carrots. Make a bouquet of parsley, tarragon, and 
thyme. Paint the shells with a small amount of tomato 
paste. Now, dry- roast this at 375 degrees for 2 hours. 
Check to see if the shells have browned. 

Bring the pan to the top of the stove and add 4 or 5 
cups of water. Simmer for 3 hours. Remove all but the 
liquid, and now raise the heat and reduce the liquid to 
1 C. Add 1 quart of heavy cream and reduce by half. 
The meat that you reserved - add it now. 

This lobster sauce can be used on any dish that 
you choose. Here is how I would use it. Take large sea 
scallops and cut in half (leave them round; just make 
them thinner). Dust with a little cornstarch and saute 
them in butter untill golden. Cook the wide pasta noo¬ 
dles (tagliatelli) and arrange a serving on each plate; 
now the scallops, and then pour the sauce over the 
top. Sprinkle with just a pinch of real parmigiano 
regianno, and decorate the dish with some fresh pars¬ 
ley. The taste will leave 'em begging for more!

“Each of us want every 
student to succeed, and for the faculty to receive the 
support they need to help the students.” 

“As a team, we can establish a better climate for 
earning and make sure the students and the staff 
receive the as sistance they need,” Ms. McSweeney 
said. 

When asked how :hey will proceed as a team, the 
High School's new Principal responded by saying, 
The three of us will hold meetings every single 
Mondiay after school with no interruptions." 

“This will give us a i a time to reflect and plan," Mrs. 
Pryst _ pa said. We want to analyze what we are doing 
right and concentrate on the things we can do better.” 

“It’s very important to work as a team,” Ms. 
MCSvweeney added. “The bus is driving in one direc¬ 
tion, and we want to make sure we are all on it.” 

Mrs. Prystuxia said the first week of school went 
very smoothly and the school is growing. 

“It’s been a little hectic, but we are all eager to see 
new "aces,” Mis. Conte said. “It’s a new year with a 
fresh start, and I was so excited about the near year 
that couldn t sleep the night before the first day of 
school.” 

There are approximately 60 new students and 12 
new faculty members at the High School. 

When asked about the strategies to improve the 
low Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCA.3 scores, Mrs. Prystupa said, “We are

in the process of hiring MCAS teachers for students.” 

“The students with low test scores will be identified 
and will be targeted to participate in tutorial pro¬ 


grams,” Ms. McSweeney said. “Currently, we are also 
targeting the class of 2003, since they need to pass 
the MCAS test to receive their diplomas.” Down the 
road, Ms. McSweeney added, "We will target fresh¬ 
men." 

Mrs. Prystupa said the state gave Agawam a grant 
to fill one position, and Superintendent Frank 
Ameruoso and Assistant Superintendent Mary 
Czajkowski got the remainder of the funding from the 
budget to hire the other teachers. 

Mrs. Conte noted, “We also need 75 percent of the 
parents to influence the students." 

Mrs. Prystupa and Mrs. Conte asked that a state¬ 
ment released in last week’s issue of The Agawam 
Advertiser News (dated September 6, 2001) regard¬ 
ing the MCAS test be printed again to reinforce the 
importance of the situation. 

“A little- over one-third of the junior class may have 
failed the math,” Mrs. Prystupa said in last week’s 
issue. 

“Some students will have to re-take the test, and 
we are working fast to assist individual students," Mrs. 
Prystupa said. “We are instituting higher learning 
standards in order to challenge the students with the 
courses they need. In the long run, this will only help 
the students’ growth in their education.” 

As for the near future, there is a ninth-grade fresh¬ 
man “welcome dinner" scheduled for the second week 
of October. 

“This will be the first time this event is held, and we 
wanted to have something new for the students," Mrs. 
Conte remarked. 

When asked why the dinner wassn’t scheduled 
until October, Mrs. Conte stated, “We want the stu¬ 
dents to come to the dinner with stories about the new 
year.” 


New “team” sets a plan in motion for Agawam High School 
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Students & their parents are in focus as the 
Junior High starts the new year

Kevin Littlefield, Agawam’s Junior High School 
Principal, said this year his goals include increasing 
student motivation and improving the communication 
between parents and the school. 

“I want to improve upon students’ motivation by 
working with the faculty and staff,” Littlefield said. “We 
are creating incentive programs and possible reward 
systems for the students, and many teachers have 
already started doing so.” 

Littlefield said he wants to continue to develop the 
relationship between the parents and the school, as 
well as improving the students’ knowledge about the 
importance of education. 

One of the main ways the school system can com¬ 
municate with the parents is by way of the news 
through The Agawam Advertiser News, Littlefield 
said. 

Littlefield has been the principal of the Junior High 
since 1992, and one of the main reasons he likes 
holding this position is because he sees, first-hand, 
the growth of the students. 

“I think one of the best parts of being a principal is 
seeing the age level at which the students enter the 
Junior High, and then watching the changes as the 
students mature to the high school level,” Littlefield 
said. “Their growth physically and emotionally, as well 
as their educational growth, is an exciting time for the 
kids, although it can be tough on the parents. 

“The faculty and staff are working towards making 
their instruction a high priority for the students to 
experience, since the state-mandated testing was 
reformed in 1993,” Littlefield said. 

The entire school system is focused on the stu¬ 
dents’ knowledge of their education and their abilities 
to learn, Littlefield said. 

“More importantly, we want the students to expand 
their knowledge and realize their education shouldn’t 
be all about state testing," Littlefield said. 

“The main focus this summer has been making 
sure the student schedules, as well as the master 
schedules, were all in place so there would be a 
smooth transition to start the new year.” 

Littlefield stated that the first few days of school 
have gone very well, and the attendance has been 
"exceptional.” 

In the first week, Littlefield said that only 10 stu¬ 
dents were absent out of the 677 students who are 
enrolled at the Junior High. 

The Junior High hosted a “Back to School” orienta¬ 
tion for the seventh grade on September 4th and it 
was well-attended by parents, students, and faculty,, 
Littlefield noted. 


During the first week of school, there was a manda¬ 
tory fire drill that the school had to experience, and 
working with the Junior High was Fire Inspector 
Michael R. Mercadante. 

The fire drill took place at 9:00 a.m. last Friday 
morning (September 7th), and Littlefield said fire drills 
are held on a “regular" basis throughout the school 
year. 

“We must have approximately six fire drills per 
school year,” Littlefield said. 

There have also been some changes at the Junior 
High School, according to its Principal. 

"All of the buildings will have new staff teachers 
who are working with the ‘veterans,’ and it’s exciting to 
see that change is not only a one-way street. The 
exchange of ideas between new and remaining staff 
will continue to be a way of learning."_ 


There are six new teachers this fall. Over the last 
three years, the Junior High has added approximate¬ 
ly 20 new staff members. 

Prior to being the Junior High Principal for the last 
10 years, Littlefield was the Assistant Principal from 
1987-1992, and he also taught math to the eighth 
grade from 1972-1987. 

Littlefield said his experience as a teacher also 
includes being an instructor at Fisher Junior College 
in Boston, as well as teaching math to adults in 
Westfield. 

Littlefield’s educational background includes a 
bachelor’s degree from Westfield State College in 
1972, where he majored in both math and education.

School is open... 

Whew! I am finally getting a breather! Something I 
haven’t had since school opened. I mean, it’s tough 
getting back into the swing of things. When you think 
about it, school goes along at a frenzied pace, then it 
comes to a complete stop with summer, only to 
become completely frenzied again in the fall. 

There really is no in-between and I think that’s what 
makes it so difficult when school resumes after the 
hazy, lazy days of summer. Instead of being able to 
rev the motor for a while, it definitely is full throttle 
from the beginning. 

So, if I, the guidance counselor, feel this way, you 
can imagine how your children must feel. Not only are 
they going at full steam, but they also have to deal 
with new teachers, new classes, making or not mak¬ 
ing a sports team, missing a friend who was in school 
last year, getting accustomed to new faces, etc. etc. 
etc. I’m tired just thinking about all the adjustments 
they have to make! 

What can you, as a paren* do? Keep your cool. 
Many times your children will come home frustrated 
and out of sorts. If they seem to jump at a suggestion, 
or be unnecessarily grouchy, instead of reacting in like 
manner, sit down with your children. Speak to them 
quietly. As your voice lowers, so will theirs. Ask about 
their day. Remember, what may seem trivial to you 
does not appear trivial to them. Listen. Be under¬ 
standing. Then, try to work out a solution to the appar¬ 
ent problem. 

Most times, children simply feel overwhelmed and 
they just don’t have the coping skills to look calmly at 
things. Try to help them get organized. 

1. Do they have a desk with proper lighting, pencils, 
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paper, etc.? 

2. Do they have an assignment notebook? 

3. Do they have a regular time set aside for study¬ 
ing? 

4. Do they have a dictionary? 

5. Do they have a quiet place to study? 

6. Do they talk on the phone, listen to the radio, or 
have other diversions while they should be studying? 

7. Do they arrange their assignments so that they 
complete the more difficult ones first? 

8. Do they plan their time accordingly, so that they 
are not tackling their homework when they are 
exhausted? 

9. Do they leave some time for leisure? 

10. Do they feel comfortable asking you for help 
and having you quiz them? 

11. Do they stay after school when they don’t 
understand the material? 

Show your children that you are interested in what 
they are doing. By your questions and interest, they 
will see that you care and that you feel that school is 
important. They will take their lead from you and share 
your feelings. They will take ownership of their prob¬ 
lems, knowing that someone is there to help sort them 
out. 

Do become involved. Take time to meet with teach¬ 
ers, to visit their school, to call their counselors if you 
have questions, to attend their sports events, and to 
listen to their concerts. When you look back years 
from now, you will be so glad you did. All these hap¬ 
penings make for memories that you will continue to 
savor. I know. 

My three boys are now three grown men, yet each 
time I pass by a ball field, see a kid with a backpack, 
or hear the lively chatter of children, I travel back in 
time and muse about prior events. At times, a smile 
comes to my face; other times, my eyes become a lit¬ 
tle misty. I miss those times of interaction with my 
kids. I miss sharing in those joys and sorrows. I miss 
being a constant part of their lives. But, on the other 
hand, I embrace the fact that I was able to share so 
much with them and that I have such a wonderful 
legacy of memories! Now, it’s on to the grandchildren!

Reflections on the Carlo Imelio story 
and the topic of self-esteem 


by Richard Morassi 


(Carlo Imelio, a 1954 Agawam High graduate, later 
became one of the region’s most respected and 
admired sports writers for the Springfield Union-News 
and Sunday Republican. In a series of articles, 
Feeding Hills Attorney Richard Morassi has told of 
Carlo's remarkable rise from humble beginnings here 
in town to reach the pinnacle of his field before recent¬ 
ly retiring.) 

Just a few years ago, thinking about getting certi¬ 
fied to teach special education, I took classes at 
Westfield State College. The net verbal distillation of 
a half-dozen courses for me came down to this: it all 
begins with self-esteem. To me, self-esteem is to edu¬ 
cation as the oar is to the rowboat. One can still move 
a rowboat without an oar, but not too well, and not too 
far. 

The good news is that self-esteem can come from 
a multitude of sources; family, friends, teachers 
(including coaches), faith, a particular talent, etc...the 
possibilities are endless. The bad news is that given 
the pressure young people are under today, too many 
are in need of higher dosages to comfortably stay 
afloat. And for those already adequately healthy, 
which I believe to be the majority, do we ever get 
enough self-esteem? That would be like seeing too 
clearly, having too much clarity. 

Apparently, the appropriate value we place on our¬ 
selves directly affects our capacity to grow, to learn 
productively. 

Carlo’s self-esteem in all 12 years of schooling was 
constantly being pulverized by overwhelming negative 
feedback from his academic numbers and all that they 
implied. Yet, he survived and ultimately prospered. It 
seems clear from hearing his story unfold that his fam¬ 
ily, friends, and teachers provided his sense of worth 
in what appears to have been abundant quantity. He 
made the effort. He prepared himself as best he could 
and was ready to grow when the opportunity present¬ 
ed itself. 

Carlo has said more than once that he was lucky 
for the help he has been given along the way. Clearly 
he was, but we can also guess at the value he gave 
back to those with whom he interacted. 

As I touched on in the interview with Carlo, Dr. 
Howard Gardner, a Harvard nuerosurgeon and expo¬ 
nent of the theory of Multiple Intelligences (I know 
eyes are glazing over, so I will keep it brief), says we 
should measure intelligence by two criteria; one, the 
ability to solve problems, and, two, whether or not the 
intelligence is marketable. 

Recognition that intelligence is not solely measured 
by academic numbers has to be important since we 
know without a doubt that this is true in reality. How 
often have we come across people who did poorly in 
school doing amazing things with their minds? 

Dr. Gardner provides a new paradigm, a new way 
of evaluating intelligence. As a result, we therefore aid 
and assist our family and peer group’s self-esteem 
when we more accurately assess and appreciate their

abilities. And it would not appear to hurt our own self¬ 
esteem to be generous, and not straight-laced, about 
others’ abilities because then we are entitled to appre¬ 
ciate the diversity of our own gifts as well. And in 
those areas where we are not adroit, even clumsy, if 
not worse, well, it looks like that holds true for most 
everyone else. Is it really a surprise that we all need 
help in some areas? 

Thank you, Carlo Imelio, for sharing your story.

Golf Tip Of 
The Week...

Successful putting... 

Successful putting depends mainly on your ability 
to hole out consistently from within four feet, so it is 
essential to get the ball within that radius of the hole. 

Of the two elements of putting - line and length - by 
far the more important, certainly on long putts, is 
length. If you are trying on a long putt to finish within 
four feet of the hole, then you have that margin on 
both sides making an eight-foot target. Very few 
golfers would feel unable to judge the line to that 
extent, so concentrate instead on feeling the distance 
to be covered because inconsistent length is the 
major cause of three-putting. 

Having succeeded in getting your ball within your 
four-foot range, you now need a reliable method of 
consistently holing out. The vast majority of shori 
putts that miss do so because of the golfer’s anxiety. 
We expect to hole out from short range, but often the 
fear of missing causes us to look up too early and try 
to steer the ball into the hole - the usual result is a 
poor stroke and a missed putt. 

Provided that the ball starts on line and is hit posi¬ 
tively, it will seldom miss its target since the strength 
of the putt is almost automatically judged from such 
short range. Rather than trying to guide the ball into 
the hole, concentrate instead on rolling it over a point 
only a few inches along the line. This gives you a task 
that you can be confident of achieving. 

Remember that a good putter is a match for any¬ 
body, and putting is the great leveller of the game. 
Putt well during a round and your score is seldom a 
bad one.
